The place we refer to is a tract of 
land lying near the point where the 
extension of the mountain range 
northeasterly from East Riverside 
strikes the biuff of the Santa Ana, and 
includes the head of the pass through 
which the road runs from Riverside to 
Old San Bernardino. .It is the beauti- 
ful and commanding mesa at the ex- 
treme northerly end of the great River- 
side bhp and commands an unob- 
structed view of the entire San Ber- 
nardino Valley from Crafton to Po- 
mona, and from the highlands to River- 
side.
